HE 24th of laft Month, being Chrift- 

mas E:e, S:xteen Cardinals repair'd to 

the Pope’s Palace, and were treated ac- 

cording to Cuftom and afterwards en- 

tertain’d with Mufick. They accompa- 
ny'd the Pope to the Wardrobe, where he perform’d 
the Ceremony of bleffing the Hat and Sword which 
the Popes are us’d to fend to the Princes who fight 
againft the Intidels. Thence bis Holinefs went to 
the Chappel, where he ailifted and officiated at Mat- 
tins, and according to Cuftom {ung the fecond Lef- 
fon. The Mafs in the Night was celebrated by 
Cardinal Colloredo grand Penitentiary. On Chrift- 
mas Dzy the Pope having celebrated in his private 
Chappel the two firft Maffes, celebrated the Mafs 
for the Day in the Cathedral Church of Str. Peter, 
in his Pontifical Veftments, the Cardinals accom- 
panying him. After the Gofpel was read, he pro- 
nouncd a Homily as his Cuftom is. On New- 
Year’s-Day his Holinefs being accompany’d by the 
Cardinals affifted at the Chappel held for the Feaft 
of the Circumcifion. Signior Pallavicini Apoftolical 
Commiffioner at Parma, is nominated Nuncio ex- 
traordinary, to carry to Spain the bleffed Swadling 
Cloaths for the Prince of Afturias: Signior Matei 
is appaintedNuncio in ordinary atFlorence ; and Sig- 
niot Caraffa Son of the Prince of Belvedere, is made 
Clerk of the Chamber. 

Venice, Jan. 14. ‘Tis advis'd from Breffia and 
Bergamo, that the Germans had fent down the Po, 
from Cremona towards the Mantuszn, 24 heavy 
Pieces of Cannon, with a great number of Mufquets 
and ‘foals for breaking up Ground ; but on what 
Defign is not known: This has given fome uneafi- 
nefs to the Territories of the Church and to thofe 
of this Republick. The Proveditore-general Tiepolo, 
having takena Review of the Cavalry, and Dra- 
goons at Breffia, baften’d them back to their Quar- 
ters on the Frontiers; and there have been frequent 
Conferences between him and General Caftelli, who 
lately arriv’d at Breflia: A good number of Recruits 
for the Infantry were come thither.He had order’d all 
theOfficers to compleat their Companies with all pof- 
fisle Diligence ; and "twas talk’d the Militia would 
be rais’d to be Garrifon'd in the Places, that the re- 
gular Forces might be drawn out of them. We 
have Advice, that General Wetzel having imbark’d 
at Naples with 12 or 1300 Men, landed the 20th of 
Morth near Orbirello, which is one of the 
Places belonging to the King of Spain on the 
Coatt of Tufcany. Signior Bartholomeo Speco, 
Governor of that Place, who had been engag’d in 
the Intereft of the Imperialifts, ard had refus’d to 
receive the Succours which were fent to him, furren- 


dered it the fame Day, on this fingle Condition, thar 
the Soldiers who would not enter themfelves into the 
Service of the Archduke, thould within 6 Months 
be carry’d to France. ‘ben General Wetzel caus’d 
the Governor of Porto-Hercole near Orbitellio to be 
fummon'd to furrender, but he anfwer'd he would 
defend himfelf to the laft Extremity. They write 
from Naples, that Counc [haun had demanded of 
that City 300000 Ducats, which after much ado 
rais’d 54000; but chac nor fatisfying him, he us’d 
Threats in Cafe they did not furnifh him forthwith 
with more. He has ca{s’d the Batiallion of 
the Kingdom, pretending by that Reafon to fave 


180000 Ducats Yearly, or rather becaufe he did not 
Care co truft thofe National Troops. :
